We have done all in our »ower 
to relieve the needs of the peopie, but our 
purse is depleted and the treasury of gen- 
erous church is exhausted and several times 
the commissary, the pantry of the multitude, 
has been compelled to close, because the pro- 
visions were out.

Quite a jubilant demonstration was made 
by the democrats when the result was an- 
nounced.

DEPUTY MARSHALS WROUGHT UP, 


Their Accounts Fail of Being Approved. 
A New Hotel Proposed ior 
Macon. 


Macon, Ga., October 10.—(Special.)— 
There is consternation in the ranks of the 
United States marshal and deputy marshals 
of the southern district of Georgia, caused 
by a failure on the part Heels Sam > 
treasury authorities to pay in full a recent 
aecount of the department here. In tact, 
Chief Deputy Ayers has received a 
communication to the effect that SLuvv0 on 
the puyment of the account of the petoete 
district had been suspended — be: 
the failure on the part of the 
aud commissioners to comply with a recent 
ruling. it seems that this upon 
which the refusal to pay the account 1s 
bused was passed last March. And if it 
holds good, there is no doubt but that tue 
present revenue system will be annihilated. 

The law upon which the account had been 
suspended—the main cause of the cousterii- 
ation ‘sy camp and which was published las? 
March by The Constitution says: 

2 rovide dd, it shall be the duty of the mar- 
shal, his deputy or other eflicer who lay arrest 
a person charged with any crime or offeise tu 
tuke him tu the cOmmissivner, or learest Judi- 
cial orticer having jurisdiction under eXist- 
ing laws, for a learing, Cotumitiment, or takilg 
bail for trial, and the oflicer or magistrale Is- 
suing the warrant shall-attach tiein to a 
certilied copy of the comphiint; and u pou the 
arrest of the accused the return of the War- 
rant, With a copy of the Colupiainl att: iched, 
shall confer ju — tion upon suc ollicer as
